GET THE WORK DONE 

The city council spent Monday evening talk- 
ing about relief work, but apparently ended 
without doing anything to get work started on 
the scenic drive to the Highlands or on building 
the fence around the Stadium; two projects 
which have been on the agenda for execution 
since spring.

worth while improvements are left unmade 


THIS SHOULD BE THE LAST 

It is good news that the Provincial Govern- 
ment is sending an engineer to study the Slave 
river, and find out what should be done to make 
that stream fulfil its function of draining the 
water out of Less@ér Slave Lake fast enough to 
prevent the surrounding country being flooded. 

Actual operations to clear the outlet are 
probably hopeless while the flood condition 
lasts, but this ought to be the best of all possible 
times to assess the damage that is sure to be 
done unless the channel is deepened and kept 
clear in future years. 

Dredging will of course cost money, 
probably a large amount of money. But the 
flood is also costing a lot of money, to the resi- 
dents of the flooded communities and the rail- 
way. And, whatever the expense, the work 
will have to be done. It will not do 
a repetition of the present situation whenever 
an exceptionally wet summer comes along.

Telling of how 85 per cent of all the com- 
mitteemen were on the civic payroll, Prof. Sal- 
ter says that fitness for a job is quite unimpor- 
tant. The requisites are: geniality, plus ability 
to deliver the vote, plus the absence of front- 
page scandal. With that, any man is eligible 
for the job. In New York he found a $6250 a 
year Commissioner of Records who couldn't 
read his own name. Secretaries to Justices of 
the City Court were sent up from stevedoring 
jobs. 

“Political success,” he says, “revolves around 
these simplest fellow-creature wants: jobs, 
food, justice—tempered with mercy or favorit- 
ism—and taxes, since the power to tax involves 
the power to destroy.” 


Appeals to the high purposes of efficient gov- 
ernment and honest administration are entire- 
ly nebulous. The successful politician is not 
interested in ultimate social or political goals; 
to him “politics is a science of the possible.” 

Here is an interesting illustration of the 
“fixing” methods of a ward leader, A friendly 
truck driver had run down and killed an ice- 
man, and appealed to the ward leader to “fix” 
the case for him. The evidence was doctored 
and the case dismissed by a pliant coroner for 
a total expenditure, aside from the funeral ex- 
penses, of only $60. This is how the $60 was 
distributed: 


Detective Craig £10.00 
Tinke and Company (2 motor cycle 
policemen) 20.00 


Tim C., a deputy coroner-investigator, 
told the coroner the death was acci- 


dental, etc 15.00 
Ditto later 5 00 
Ditto later, another 5.00

In France and other countries there used to 
appear a star turn on the vaudeville stage “The 
Man With the Wonderful Brain.” Pierre Lutece 
was his name. He claimed to be able to answer 
any question about events of the past, or to 
read any chapter of the Old or New Testaments 
backwards from memory. 

His success attracted the attention of spec- 
ialists all over the world. In the belief that his 
brain would revea] some secret that might lead 
to the better understanding of mental] problems, 
famous hospitals in Paris and Berlin entered 
into a contract with Lutece, whereby after 
death, his brain was to be surrendered to them 
in return for a pension to his widow. 

Lutece died a few weeks ago—died in poor 
circumstances—and the Paris hospttals claimed 
his head, only to find that he had entered into 
similar contracts with 53 other institutions in 
various parts of the world. From most of them 
he had obtained Jump sums in advance amount- 
ing to thousands of pounds. In view of the 
many countries which have entered claims, the 
French courts are sending the dispute to the 
League of Nations.

Fruits Valuable 
In Diet 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


In a botanica] sense, all seeds, such as the 
grains, all beans and nuts, as well as the 
squashes, are considered “fruits,” but common 
usage has narrowly defined them. The word 
fruits give us a mental picture of a much small- 
er group. 

For the sake of a clearer 
classification, we now arrange 
the fruits into the two main 
divisions, namely: the acid 
fruits, such as peaches, ap- 
ples, pears, berries, etc., and 
the sweet fruits, such as 
prunes, figs, dates, and raisins. 
The acid fruits are in season 
chiefly during the summer 
months and containing, as 
they do, the valuable acids, 
vitamins and food minerals, 
so necessary to the body, they should by all 
means be considered a very important part of 
our diet. 

In considering fruit in its relationship to 
health, it is necessary to remember that prac- 
tically none of the foods we use today grow 
naturally in an abundant edible state. In their 
wild state neither fruits nor vegetables make a 
palatable nor nutritious diet. They have all 
been developed to their present state by in- 
tensive cultivation and man has been master 
over nature inasmuch as he has learned to fol- 
low nature’s laws in this cultivation to produce 
a food of greater value to the human race. All 
fruits developed in this way have proven a 
valuable addition to the diet. 

Great care should be used in selecting fruit 
to make sure that it is thoroughly ripened. 
Green fruit contains too great an amount of 
acid, while over-ripe fruit ferments too easily. 
Modern methods of transportation and refriger- 
ation have made it possible to deliver to the

| consumer fruit which is at the peak of perfect 


ripeness. I suggest that the best time to use 
fruit is while it is in season and I advise that 
you use all you possibly can when fruit is most 
plentiful. 

There is a fruit rule which will be well for 
you to remember, for there is no magical prop- 
erty in fruit which makes it possible to use it 
indiscriminately with other foods; indeed, the 
contrary is often true, so much so that the ut- 
most care must be exercised in combining fruit 
with other foods. Now for the rule. It is this: 
ONE ACID OR STEWED FRUIT MAY BE 
USED AS A MEAL BY ITSELF, OR IN COM- 
BINATION WITH EITHER MILK, CHEESE, 
NUTS, OR ONE KIND OF PROTEIN; OR IN 
WITH COOKED NON-

| VEGETABLES. NEITHER ACID NOR STEW- 


ED FRUIT SHOULD EVER BE USED WITH 
STARCHY FOODS. 


| One of the common questions concerning 
fruit deals with fruit in relationship to acidosis. 
I find that many patients avoid the acid fruits, 
such as oranges, because they feel that since 
they have developed acidosis, the fruit would 
make matters worse. I have found it necessary 
to explain away the common belief that acid 
fruits have a direct result in producing acidosis. 

From my laboratory experience and after 
years of experience in teaching patients how to 
correct acidosis, I am convinced that there is 
not the slightest excuse for believing that acid 
fruits have any effect whatsoever in creating 
acidosis. Instead of fruits causing acidosis 
they are one of the best possible foods to use in 
correcting it, since the fruits have an alkaline 
reaction in the body. When eaten, fruit is acid, 
but the ash which remains after the fruit is 
burned in the body, is an alkaline ash. I there- 
| fore advise that instead of avoiding acid fruits, 
the patient with acidosis use more of them. I 
wish to emphasize the fact that acid fruits offer 
one of the most rapid and satisfactory ways of 
overcoming that type of acidosis due to eating 
too many of the foods leaving an acid ash. If 
you have developed acidosis, the most sensible 
plan is to start the treatment by using a five- 
day fast on fruit juices.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadien History 


On this date in 1913, New 
Brunswick mourned the death 
the previous night of Hon. John 
Valentine Ellis, one of the color- 
ful figures in that province's 
public life for many years. 

He founded The Saint John's 
Globe and made it a great power 
in the dissemination of Liberal 
doctrines and in inculcating the 
principles of morality m public 
and private life. He was elected 
to the House of Commons for 
Saint John in 1887 defeating F. 
E. Barker (afterwards Sir Fred- 
erick, chief justice) by 213 major- 
ity. My. Ellis was defeated in 
1891 but came back in 1896, win- 
ning the seat for Laurier by 722 
mejority. He then gave way for 
Hon. A. G. Blair, and wes ap- 
pointed to the Senate. September 
3, 1900. Mr. Ellis was a power-

ful speaker in the House of Com- 
mons and in his later years was 
distinguished by a long white 
beard which made him notice- 


able in any crowd. 


A vivid personality in journel- 
ism, he was vigorous, aggressive, 
but seldom abusive and retained 
the friendship of many political 
foes despite the heat of New 
Brunswick politics. When J. V. 
Ellis died, the soul of The Globe 
died too. An attempt was made 
to continue its publication, but it 
lacked the magnetic power ot its 
founder-editor and, like the Acad- 
ian Recorder. when C. C. Blacadar 
died, it simply died. Both Papers 
were long missed in their particu- 
lar field. The newspaper frater- 
nit; of Canada are very proud of 
the honorable record of John Vail- 
entine Ellis.

THE REGINA RIOT 
Editor, Bulletin: The following 
letter was inspired by a Journal 
editorial, and for reasons un- 
known to myself, the Journal re- 
fuses publication:

Farmer’s Wheat 
° 
40 Inches High 

OLDS, July 11.—John Stronsmoe, 
living northwest of Olds, in the 
Eagle Hill district, brought a sam- 
ple of Garnet wheat to town Fri- 
day, measuring 40 inches tall and 
headed out. This was from a 25 
acre field, seeded April 27. A sam- 
ple from another field, sown May 
14, stood 36 inches. 

Crops in this district are all in 
fine shape, with no damage from 
anr cause and the ground soaked 
to the subsoil.
